THE EXAA'S FATE. 

Aecotmt of tlio Loss of tlie Arctic 
E2:ploriner Stoamor Elra and 
Roacuo of tho Crovr. 

Nkw Vohk, Aiii,'. - 'I'liL- //.-.■ii/(/'s 
l.niiddil speci:il Ima tlitv fullowiiig details: 
A telegram Iidiu .Mioiduoii says tliat the 
Hope, with Loiglt .Smith ami liis ciow, 
urrive^'there; to-day. All ato well. The 
Kim was riipped in' the icu ami ftaiik mi 
Aii[.;iist '-• 1st,' last year, nfi' Caim VU va. 
Tin; crew wintered at Capo Flma, sufrfi- 
iii;^ cHinsideralilo hardslii|). Tlu'y were 
picked up on tlin Nova ZoiuMa t-oaat hy 
a Dutch scliooiier and convoyed on lioard 
the lloi>o. Leigh Smith yive.s the foUow- 
ing narrativo: 

Onthel4tli of -June, 1881, the Kiui 
left Peterhead. The ice wa.s very far 
south, and no openiii",' could be found to 
fuable her to get nortli luitil the middle 
of .hil^s Franz Josef Land \v,t.s readied 
.lulyl'Itd. The Kiia steamed along the 
coast to within 15 miles of Cajie Luillow; 
hut tlio ice was closely packed to the 
nortli, BO I decided to return to Gray s 
I'ay and wait till a more fiivonible u|>poi - 
I unity should pre.seiit it.self to go north. 
Oil .■\ugu.st 7th the Kira was made fast to 
.•I land tloe near Hell Islaiul, and a luuise 
was erected of material taken from tlio 
Kn-n. On Augunt loth the Eira left Hell 
Iskvnd, and being unnble to pass to the 
eastward of 'Harent's Hook was made fast 
lo u land Hoe oiV Cajji Flora. The ne.\t 
lew ilays were spent in eoUeeting planla 
and fo.s.sil.s, which were uiifoitunatel y lo.-,t 
with the ve.ssel. 

On .August L'l.st the Kiia was heavily 
nipped, anil aljoul 10 a. ui, a leak wa.s 
discovered, and all hands went to the 
pumps. The donkey engine was also 
slartod, but wiis soon di.sconnected from 
llu- pumps, and liy means ipf the steam 
w ineli si.\ casks of flour and 300 pounds 
of bread were saved from the main hold. 
Uy this time the leak had gained to such 
an e-Ytont that nothing more could be 
saved from the lower deck. The engines 
were again started t;) |)Uinp, but were 
soon drowned out. .Ml hands were (lien 
engaged ill saving the stiu-es in the after 
ealiin, which consisted eliielly of vegeta- 
bles. Several hours elapsed fmm the 
lime the leak was discoveied till Ilie time 
when the vessel had to be abaiubjiied. 
The boats were saved, and most of the 
men saved some clothes and bedding. 

Hardly had the last m,in left the ship 
when the ice eased up and the Eira rapidly 
sank. Nothing came up up except a fmv 
:,|iai;s and a young polar bear in a cask. 
Sunn; of the sails were cut away, .-iiid 
with them and some nar.i a tent was 
elected on the ice, a tire was lit and enf- 
tee was made, which with bread and a 
|iiidding that had been made for the day's 
dinner made a somewhat spare meal for 
■_'o men who had been working nearly the 
whole day without any food. Many 
gnnnbled, but every one knew he would 
iiave to learn to govern his ap|)elile. The 
next morning everything was taken to 
the land, a tent was put up at Capi; Flora, 
and the crew went to l)e(l with lighter 
hearts. 

It was soon evident that the winter 
wfiuld have to be spent at Cape Flora, so 
a house was built of stones and turf and 
covered with sails. For sixteen nights all 
ihe crew lived in the tent, .sometimes al- 
most lloated out by rain and at others 
spending most of the night in endeavoring 
to keep lip the iiouse during a heavy gale. 
Heforo llio wind set in si.\teeii walrus and 
soveral bears were shot. Our principal 
food consisted of walrus and bt-ar meat, 
«bii !i, boiled with vegetables, was served 
oiii three times a day into Iwenty live 
plates made out of old provision tin.s. 
t.'onking had to bo done inside the house. 
The firo was mostly made by means of 
blubber and rope, as vi'iy little coal and 
wood had been .saved from the ship. Many 
limes everybody was compelled to rush 
out of the house to avoid being sufiocated 
by the smoke, which the tiie emitted 
whenever an ine.xiierieiiced man took 
upon himself the duties of cook. Fro- 
(|uent visits from beais were the sources 
• f excitoinent during the long, dark days. 
They often prowled around the tent, and 
many a man got scared on rushing out in 
I lie dark. The only safe plan was to send 
a di'g ill front of anybody going out, as 
lie always gave good warning wlien a bear 
w.as near. 

One day about the end of October, twn 
moil were walking on the ice in front of 
the hut, when a dog rushed homo wag- 
ging his tail and barking furiously, uiitil 
some of them followed him. To their de- 
light some walrus were seen lying mu the 
ice. The two men returned to the house 
and every rifle was jirepared to give the 
walrus a lieavy vfdiey. .Several were shot, 
but nearly all fell into the water. A boat 
was launched, and after an hour's ex- 
citing hunt five were killed. In January 
again a dog aided in saving the lives lif 
the Eira crew and found some walrus mi 
the ice. Three very large animals wore 
killed, and althougU there were TO de 
grces of frost at the time, everybody 
worked with a will until tlie meat and 
blubber wore safely stowed alongside the 
hut. This good fiu-tune enabled an extra 
ainiiunt of meat to be cooked every day, 
and aided considerably in preventing the 
excessive cold for the no.xt few weeks 
from being so disastrous to the crew as it 
might have been. 

It WHS at first thought that food would 
be ea.sy to obtain, but in the middle of 
March there was scarcely two weeks' 
meat remaining. Every bear that was 
now seen was eagerly watched, and woo 
lo the man who missed. Good fortune, 
however, seemed never to desert us. He- 
fore the end of March eight boars had 
been killed, and in Aiiril the birds came 
back. Every effort was made to climb 
I ha cliff. .The land floe e.xtonded seven 
or eight iniles, so no walrus could bo 
killeu tind bears were very scarce, but in 
. I line a strong galo cleared the ice away 
for twenty-four hours and the walrus 
woio swimming ii. the water by hun- 
dreds. Five were killed in otio day, 
and for some days nothing was done 
lint cooking large coppers full of 
meat atid^tliming it off for the boat jour- 
ney anil on June -M, 1882, four boats 
were started from Capo Flora with 2.'j 
men and provisions for two months. 
I'jghty miles of water were crossed before 
we encountered any ice and then our 
I roubles began. Sometimes for days the 
bcfats were hauled ui> on a Hoc and no 
water could be seen to enable them to 
proceed south. Dragging the boats over 
the ice being almost out of the question 
on accoiinl of the roughncas of the ice. 
After six weeks of almost constant toil 
water waa reached and our course taken 
for Nov,a Zenibla. 'After reaching the 
water a Eonthwost breeze sprang up and 
enabled the boats to sail about five knots, 
but soon increased to a gale which was a.s 
much as the boats could at*nd. A heavy 



thunder storm came on .uid lasted some 
hour.s, With heavy rain. It aoaked every 
one, but no one thought <if wot clothes, 
we knew Xova Zembla must soon be 
sighted. 

Within tweiity-four hours of leaving 
the ice four boats were safely hauled on 
the beach at Matotchkin straits. 

It wa.s <ui the evening of August" 21st. 
Next moiiiiiig after breakfa.st a. schooner 
was .seen coming out of the straits. .\ 
boat went to her, aiul ihe boat's crow was 
most heartily welcomed liy liugiiig cheers 
long before they got nioiigsiile. The 
schooner proved lo lie llie William l!a- 
reiits, commaiideil by Captain Hotl'man, 
and who, with his ollicers. showed every 
possible kiiidiie.is to the nieii. t)n their 
w.iy to Harciit s stiaitw their boatjs crew 
said the Hope was anclitired within a .mile 
of the place where the rest of the Eira's 
crew still oncaiiiped. Previous to this 
several shots had been heard by the 
Eira's party early in the morning, which 
was afti'r\\ards found to be fired by some 
Russians from the schooner anchored in 
the same bay as the Hope. The liiissiaiis 
had seen the hut in which the Eiva's crew 
wa.s housed and intended to report the 
matter to the commander of the Hi>i)e, 
but the infoiiuat ion was anticiiiated by 
the crew of the William Hareiils. 

i\lr. Leigh .Smith stales that he intend- 
ed to gel straight, and must of necessity 
have seen the Hone, having previou.sly 
idiserved the slatl' marking the spot on 
which Sir Allen Young had left a rcc(U'd 
for them, situated at a point in the bay 
in which the. Hope anchored, and which 
.Mr. Smith intended to have visited as 
soon as his men had .siitliciently rusted. 

The W ill. Hiireiit s crew had been in 
coiiip;i.ny with the Hope and had just 
sailed ten iiiiiiulcs bofcMo seeing the 
Eira boat's ciew. .\ boat had been sunt 
on shore to take Mr. Smith on board the 
Hope where he and the remainder of the 
crew were cheerfully welcomed by Sir 
.\lleii Young, who had to .send men from 
the Hope to bring tlie rest of the party 
with the Imat's ge.ir to go on board. 
Every ed'oi t was made by the command- 
er of the Hope, aiul the naval oflieeis un- 
der him, to rciuler the condition of the 
men comfortable. .Sir Allen Young 
sailed as soon as jiossililc for Knglainl 
anil reaelied .\licideeii on the luoriiiiig of 
the I'd, just wiiliin two hours of the an- 
niversary of the day on which the Eira 
^ was lost.

I curled leal jireveiitiMi the tomato from ex- . 
] ercising it.s iiilliience. These leaves 1 | 
j carefully uiuMjlled, placing upon them ! 
fresh lines from the tomato vine with the i 
result of banishing the last ■ insect and 
enabling the trees lo grow with luxuri- 
I aiice. \Vishiiig t i carry still farther iiiv 
esperiiiienf , I steeped in water some 
leaves of the tomato and S|iriiikled with , 
this infusion other plants, roses and or- 
I anges. In two days they were ulso free 
! from the innumerable insects which cov- 
' ered them, anil I felt sure tli;it had 1 
i used the s;uiie means with my melon i 
I patch 1 sliiiuld have iiiel with the .same . 
result. I llieretore deem it a duty 1 owe | 
to the society of horticultiu'e to make ! 
known this singular and useful property I 
of the tomato leaves, which I discovered ' 
by till' merest accident."
